Religious  persecution  would  account  for  the  scattering  of 
the  name  through  the  British  Isles,  and  the  traditions  of  origin 
there.  ’’In  Anglian  records  it  first  appears  as  a  patronymic  in 
1173.

J)oacon  John  Fay  settled  in  Bouthboro,  where  hi  o  great  grand¬ 
son*  .Lbenezer,  afterward  lived,  building  first  a  log  home. 
Tradition  says  ho  was  a  man  of  ardent  devotion,  &  chose  as 
his  altar  a  place  beside  a  rock  in  a  graveyard  near  his 
house  to  which  he  would  go  every  morning  and  offer  ux>  hi  a 
private  devotions.  He  was  elected  deacon  of  the  church  in 
Bouthboro  in  1766,  and  was  chosen  Selectman  0  times  in  10 
years.  'Van  Town  Treasurer  for  3  years.  In  17 OB  he  was  hon¬ 
ored  with  the  ooromnd  of  a  military  company  at  the  time  Eng- 
land  imposed  a  tax  for  the  purposes  of  raising  revenue,  A 
covenant  was  draw  up  in  which  the  signors  0 solemnly  pledge 
themselves  to  non- importation  and  non-consumption  of  article 
thus  taxed,  ’*  John  Fay  being  one  of  the  signers.  He  inheri¬ 
ted,  wholyy  or  in  part,  the  term  right  of  his  father,  pur¬ 
chased  of  Peter  Bent,  in  which  his  uncle  John  Bay  of  host- 
boro,  had  drawn  sundry  lots,  for  it  was  in  his  possession 
and  was  by  him  sold  in  1770  for  wa  valuable  sum”.  He  sold 
on  June  0,  1770,  to  John  Mathis  of  Marlboro,  a  160  acre 
"right”  which  had  been  bought  of  Peter  Bent,  to  be  taken  up 
in  the  common  land  of  Marlboro.

H.  p.  181,  ’‘Owners  &  Occupants  of  houses, 
l?98w).  In  1816  he  moved  away  from  Fitzwilliaia,  but  nothing 
further  has  been  found  concerning  him.

A  few  years  later  he  began  to  think 
of  removing  to  Iowa,  ft  took  up  some  land  near  Davenport,  Iowa, 
but  did  nothing  further  with  it,  ft  after  ids  marriage  in  1859, 
about  1880,  he  ft  his  wife  settled  in  the  very  new  ft  raw  Leroy 
TTov/nahip,  Bremer  County,  Iowa,  on  a  farm,  where  he  remained  the 
rest  of  his  long  life.  Living  conditions  there  were  most  primi¬ 
tive.  Log  houses  predominated,  the  lumber  being  home sawn  out  of 
the  Iowa  trees,  ft  the  logs  placed  up  and  down  rather  t/ian  hori¬ 
zontally.  Shingles  were  whittled  out  with  a  draw  shave,  but  firsf 
split  as  thin  as  possible  with  an  axe.  for  cold  weather  the 
houses  would  be  banked  up  with  chip  dirt",  i.e. ,  dirt  ft  chips 
from  the  v/oodyard,  nearly  to  the  eaves.  Log  houses  had  fireplaces 
but  later  there  wore  wood-burning  stoves,  green  wood  being  used. 
E.E.Eay  did  not  build  his  house,  however,  but  bought  a  house 
already  standing,  which  Jr  id  been  intended  for  a  store  building. 

It  had  2  glass  windows,  ft  glass  in  the  front  door,  but  windows 
were  very  scarce.  Outbuildings  were  of  logs,  ft  bruiked  with  hay 
for  warmth,  when  Mrs.  Elizabeth  (Adams)  v'rntenpaugh  first  moved 
to  southern  Iowa,  about  the  sane  time,  she  lived  in  a  log  house 
with  no  door,  for  the  first  winter,  only  a  blanket  hung  over  the 
doorway.  The  Pay  house  was  papered  with  newspapers.  It  Jiad  no 
basement,  ft  was  floored  with  8  inch  boards.  Like  many  other 

houses  it  had  an  outside  pit  for  storing  potatoes  ft  other  food. 
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At  that  time  all  furniture  was  hand  made,  since  there  were 
then  no  furniture  factories,  &  some  iiad  been  brought  from  the 
+a^,.SU°^  ?s  tables  of  black  walnut,  carved  ft  polished.  Some 
tables  werenome  made  in  Iowa.  The  F ays  had  a  few  ciiaira.  but 
oi ten  used  bee  hives  for  stools.  Bedsteads  were  made  of 
^  pottle-*  poles,  with  holes  bored  in  the  sides  thru  which  ran 
ropes,^  criss-crossed,  in  place  of  springs.  35. 53. Pay  brought 
iroia  new  York  State,  pins  to  loop  the  roy)es  over.  Bedsteads 
were  also  made  of  maple.  Instead  of  mattresses,  straw  ticks

At  first  the  Pays  had  only  candle  light,  F.J.Fay  being  10 
or  12  year  a  old  before  lamps  came  into  use,  ft  then  .an*  they 
uiu  not  work  very  well  for  many  years,  he  being  18  or  20 
oexore  t nay  were  perfected.  Kerosene  wag  not  refined  enough 
to  be  safe.  The  first  lanterns  were  of  tin,  with  holes 
punched  in  patterns  for  the  light  to  shine  thru;  later  glass 
was  used  on  one  side,  ft  finally  on  3  sides.  Food  was  Monot¬ 
onous.  me  only  fruit  were  wild  crab  aooles.  There  were 
potatoes;  corn  was  eaten  green,  ft  also  dried  for  winter  use. 
Pumpkins  were  also  dried,  then  mixed  with  water  into  a  caste 
to  make  pumpkin  pies.  The  only  green  vegetables  t hey  had 
v/ere  dandelion  greens  in  season.  For  meat  thej  had  cork 
veiii s on,  rabbits,  partridges,  &  prairie  chickens,  but  haci  to 
wat^n  tn  rat  cl e  snake  &  while  hunting  these.

J.  Fay  used  a  lynch-pin  wagon  brought  from  Hew  York 
State  to  gather  corn,  when  he  began  farming.  The  wagons  used 
in  dev;  York  State  by  Ezekiel  Fay  to  haul  iron,  used  a  chain 
to  brake  the  wheels,  the  chain  having  5/8  inch  links,  ft  being 
about  2  ft  1/  2  inches  wide.  In  making  a  common  bobsled  in 
Iowa,  they  took  saplings  to  bend  for  runners,  out  together 
wit/i  oak  or  hickory  ;oihs,  using  a  common  augur, “  axe.  \  draw 

suave  to  smooth  them.  There  was  no  iron  at  all  in  the  whole 
sled.
